REMARKS 

Claims 19-46 are pending. Claims 1-18 and 47-48 have been cancelled. No new matter 
is believed to be added by this amendment. 

In a Restriction Requirement mailed on September 15, 2003, the Examiner restricted the 
application and required an election of one of the following Groups: (I) Claims 1-18 and 47, 
drawn to a method of controlling bow and skew of a backing material fed through tufting 
machines, and (II) Claims 19-46, drawn to a system for controlling bow and skew of a backing 
material fed through a tufting machine utilizing a detection device and a controller coupled to the 
detection device. In a response filed on November 14, 2003, the Applicants provisionally 
elected Group II (Claims 19-46) with traverse. 

In an Office Action mailed on January 12, 2004, the Examiner maintained the restriction 
requirement, but indicated that the elected claims (Group II) were in condition for allowance, 
except for the presence of the non-elected claims. Due to a typographical error, the Examiner 
listed Claims 19-45 as the allowable claims, instead of Claims 19-46. The Applicants' below- 
signed counsel discussed this typographical error with the Examiner in an interview on January 
26, 2004. As set forth in the Examiner's Interview Summary of the same date, the allowable 
claims in the application are Claims 19-46. 

In this Amendment, the Applicants have cancelled the non-elected Claims 1-18 and 47- 
48. The rest of the Claims, 19-46, have been indicated to be allowable. Therefore, the 
Applicants respectfully request allowance of all the pending claims. The Applicants reserve the 
right to pursue the cancelled claims in a divisional application.
